Consulate and the YIC at -llG Fifth Avenue, New York City.

21 East 62nd Street, Source is uf the opinion that 
DUHAR, and possibly the crowd from the Consulate and 
the YXC, are familiar and friendly with the v/citers 
there* Source has observed KARLA speaking to the head 
waiter and indicating that she was acquainted with him. 
According to source, KARLA refers to her brother us a 
u golf-pl dying Republican Capitalist". 

on March 6, 195- > tills same source advised 
that on March L, 1958, KARLA DUHAR made a comment to 
the effect that some of the work of the YIC "is being 
absorbed 11 by the Yugoslav Consulate. Source stated 
that DUHAR did not elaborate uii this statement. He 
was unable to explain the buoitj x ox* this statement., but 
suggested the po:so ibllity that ouch a merger ni^t nllow 
some of the more Important i;ox\. of the YIC to be acoompllahed 
under the guise of diplomaL.'.w. .ununity . 

T-£ , on March 1C, 1 jjo, adviaed that Mr. and 
Mrs. ZLATKO 3IN0BAD and LJUBIdA JaRnMIC were enrolled 
In an Englleh course at Hunter College, Park Avenue and 
68th Street, New York City.

T-3> on July 10, 1 354, advised that according to 
LUJO OORANIM, employed in tho Cultural Department*-^ the 
YJC, ol6 Fifth Avenue, New York City, BRAMSLA^HOVAKOtflC 
was a member of the Yugoslav Communiot Party and 
for tliree years had been Attache at the Yugoslav 
Consulate in Bern, owitzeiuumi, where he was occupied 
primarily with the handling of espionage problems. After 
having spent three yeprs In Born, Switzerland, he returned 
to Yugoslavia, taking a poU./J.on j.n the Centr;il office of 
the Yugoslav Intelligence £a*d Juourity Service ( LfllDc 11 . ) > in 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia, and was considered to bo a ni»eciciliBt 
in the handling of ’pro-aaua la*. * problems. 

During the per^oa ■ -u ^hlc report no ^tu’ormatlon vms 
received indicating that any of one personnel in the YCC 
engaged in <iny activity beyond die scope of their decided 
duties.

BEATRICE HllNTKK , \tho opera ten a tourist bureau in the 
United States, initiated this telecast.

13c Ih HAJNfiui :«u 
DUHAR expressed further alosabisf action that the 
ahow had viewed TITO und Yugoslavia. unfavorably. 

DUHAR stated that 3he recently received 
a nev/spaper clipping from her oister in California . 
(TONI MIDDLETON, Long Beach, California^ regarding 
the -uestionlns of ARTUKOVTU (ANDRIJAPttRTUKOVIC, 
ex-Mlnlater of Interior of v:nr time firoatia, fpr 
whom the United States Supreme Court has recently 
ordered a now lower court hearing to determine 
whether ARTUKOVIC should be rent back to Yugoslavia 
for alleged war crimes). DUHAR stated that 
CBS should be challenged to do a program on 
ARTUKOVIC. 



DUHAR stated th: t she could not under stand 
why the Yugoslavs have not protested regarding 
this show. Regarding the unknown actor who appeared 
in both the play and the television Bhow, DUHAK 
stated that it would be nn easy matter to ascertain 
his Identity by merely culling CBS. 












T-5> on February iy, 195^, furnished information 
• the substance of which reflected that on this date, 
DQR03HY PRIBICEVICH, Secretary to the Yugoslav Consul 
Oeneral, and her husband. STOJAN PRIBICBVICH’, discussed 
the publication of some "material" written by STOJAN. The 
publisher of the material, according to NOVAKOVIC, would 
be RICHARD YAPPE, President of "All Nations Newa Agency" 
(ANNA). YAPPE was Poreign Editor of "PM" during the war 
and remarlced that he knew STOJAN quite well, claiming to 
have published some of STOJAN 's "stuff." According to 
source, ANNA specializes In political books, with a side 
line for schools. 

On Pubruary 19, 195*o according to the same 
source, Mrs. PRIBICEVICH told STOJAN that YAPPE was 
principally concerned with historical news, and published 
only "paper backs," some of which were "of a political 
nature, 11 although the majority contained historical infor- 
mation of interest to people of all nations. 

Source related that DOROTHY remarked that 
YAPPE would like to meet STOJAN and discuss the latter’s 
work. If STOJAN decided to write under his own name, 

YAPPE would have suggestions for "slanting the material 
with a word here and there which would do what be had 
in mind) to make it very definitely not an 'official' 
publication. ’’ 

YAFPB liked tho material, part of which he 
read while he web with NOVAKOVIC. He described it as 
"wonderful stuff." STOJAN could not decide whether 
to release it under his own name or under the Center's. 

On February 24, 1953, this same source related 
that DOROTHY told STOJAN that aha gave NOVAKOVIC two 
translations, one of which was the biography of ANERIJA 
ARTUKOVTC. The ARTUKOVIC plooe was to be sent to Snn 
Francisco . STOJAN stated that he wanted to be buto of 
the accuracy of this translation, since it would be used 
as a "court document." 
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on February 2^, 1951;, according to T-5> 

Hra. P.UDICfiVICH informed 3T0JAH that ahe talked to 
ZLATKG J1N0BAD, Mho had completed reading the eight 
pages that she furnished him lr» the morning. According 
to source, he was very exalted with what he had read. 
SINOBAD mentioned that $ 300.00 was entirely out of 
line. SINOBAD indicated that ho liked this material 
better thun wh at he had previously read,

On February 25, 1950, J)SNKO 3VBTB, Consul, 
Yugoslav Consulate, bl6 Fifth Avenue, New York City, 
contacted MKDOHI TSt/Jl of Michael Todd Productions, 

In New York City, and extended an invitation to TSDJI 
to go out with him and ZUTKO SINOBAD. TSUJI was 
unable to Join them until the following week. She 
reminded 3VETE to oontaot her noxt week and repeated 
the statement that she would like to go out with SINOBAD 
and hie wife.

SViiTS was a member of UDBa. 



T-7 advised on February 25, 1953* that during 
the past year, he has net several Yugoslav officials 
from the New York Oity area, one of ttooo was BRANKO 
NOVAKOVIC. He considered these officials to be “important 
Communists' 1 in view of their positions at Yugoslav 
establishments in this country.

The source related that CG3TA DUJ3IU, a 
Yugoslav artist whose paintings were exhibited in New 
York City from November 27, 1957, to December 9, 1957, 
Is reported to have made the statement that certain 
Yugoslav offlaials InJfew York Oity, including BRANXO 
NOVA KO VIC and .'XATKO'BINOBAD, vere UIEe trained by the 
Yugoslav Government. 
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DUJSIN baaed thio statement on the fact that 
these officials are in higliljrplaced responsible positions 
in tho United States. 

Source related that NOVAKOVIC has been present 
at luncheon engagements which source has attended. 

On February 27, 195o, T-7 advised that he 
attended a lecture at the Museum of Modem Art, 11 West 
53rd Street, New York City, on the evening of February 26, 
1953. The lecture was advertised in the "New Leader." 

Professor PHILIP MOSLEY of Hew York University 
presided, and speeches were made by Professors SIDNEY 
HUCK (PH) of New York University (NYU), Professor (7NU) 
KISSINGER (PH), Harvard, and one NORMAN COUSINS (PH). 

Source observed ERANKO NOVAKOVIC and ZLATKO 
SINOBAD, Director of the YIC, enter the lecture room and 
occupy seats in the last row. Souroe observed them 
depart shortly after the affair ended. 

On March 12. 1950, information was received from 
T-3, reflecting that "Yugoslav Review), 1 published for the 
last seven years by the YIC, definitely oeased publication 
with the Special Edition Number Ten. The YIC intends to 
publish "information Bulletin." The subscriptions for 
this publication are being acoepted at the YIC. 

On March 31 * 1958, source furnished a copy of 
the "Information Bulletin About Yugoslavia" which reflects 
that thiu publication was printed in Beograd? Yugoslavia. 
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
